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One of social workers’ most poisonous tricks is that 
nearly every removed child is being fed psychiatric 
drugs. As a registered nurse with 35 years of 
experience in pediatrics and internal medicine, I 
know well that when a child is taken away from 
family, she suffers from psychological trauma, 
insomnia, tension, depression, disappointment, 
irritability, loneliness, helplessness, missing parents, 
emotional instability, sometimes unconditional 
obedience and tolerance, crying and even self-harm. 
Social workers abducted so many children and they 
also know this situation well. However, they 
collaborate with psychiatrists to prescribe 
psychiatric drugs to suppress these children.

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Executive summary 


We are a very normal family. Father obtained 
double PhDs in law and computer science in 
Finland. Mother obtained master's degree in 
sociology and nursing degree in Finland. My 
Elder daughter obtained two master’s 


degrees in law. 


However, our younger daughter was taken 
away by child protection social workers from 


her school, Töölön School, because she cried 


one morning because her grandmother died 
and our family was deeply sorrowful and 
tired. She was placed urgently into a newly 
established private foster family. She 


suffered from severe trauma and insomnia. 


After about one month, she was put into a 
reception. After 3-4 months, she was again 
transferred to a private foster family, where 
they planned to place her 3.5 years. But just 
after several months, they again transferred 


her to a "child home". 


Not only did groups and groups of child 
protection social workers continuously and 
repeatedly lie, fabricate stories, and falsify 
documents to place her wrongfully, but also, 
they repeatedly broke their promise to keep 


her in a stable place.

Even though she does not have any disease, 
during her placement, her diagnosis of 
diseases was manipulated by child protection 
social workers, psychologists and doctors, 
and she was fed psychiatric drugs, including 
Ketipinor which was not permitted to be 
administered to underage children in Finland. 
In the third place where she stayed, she 
became a drug tester by workers’ cheating, 
obliging and collaborating with child 
protection social workers and doctors. 
Parents' participation and supervision was 


rejected completely. 


Child protection social workers 
continuously and repeatedly isolated and 
alienated the child from parents and family. 


Her family life was completely rejected. 


Under their control and maneuver, the 
child's school performance becomes worse 
and worse. She was a good student in a good 
school. However, nowadays, she was forced to 
spend a lot of time meeting with social 
workers and other irrelevant people, wasting 


her golden time. 


As time passes, she becomes a stranger in 
front of parents. Because social workers told 
her that parents are violent and family is not 
good, she hates parents and does not want to 
visit home. This also happens whenever 
social workers meet her, that she will not like 
to meet parents after the meeting with social 
workers. Social workers brainwashed her 
that "our family is not safe" and "we do not 


cooperate with social workers." 
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When she was in Perhekoti Elämän Helmi, 
a company established to house fostered 
children placed by child protection social 
workers, there were many doubtful practices. 
The Perhekoti was operated by a professional 
doctor and a professional nurse, who are 
working at the same time as professionals 
elsewhere. Whether they operate the 


Perhekoti is an unclear legal problem. 


However, social workers including those 
from Lännen Lastensuojelu Lassila 1 and 
those from Kumpulantie 13(?) know their 
legal status (working as professionals and at 
the same time operating the business), and 
for many years placed children into their 


business. 


Another problem is that, in April 2028, our 


child was given a week’s psychiatric medicine 


in one morning and she took all the week’s 
medicines. She became ill and poisoned. She 
had to receive treatment in hospital for two 
weeks, followed by a weekly visit after that. 
Any evaluation of her health status was 
concealed from parents by both the Perhekoti, 
social workers and doctors and nurses 
involved in the event. We got no information 
except the news of her poisoning. Foster 
families provided her with only a minimum 


level of food and second-hand clothes. 


We sued against social workers' several 
decisions about her placement in 
administrative court. However, the 
administrative court collaborated with social 
workers to press our child to write in support 
of social workers and against parents. 
Because she was under control of social 


workers, her testimony should be announced 
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invalid. The court should stop pressuring our 
child to write in support of social workers, 
any mistake must be corrected according to 
law, not according to the will of social workers. 
She herself is a victim of such fake child 
protection pretending to protect the child's 
benefit. 


Our child in her adolescent age, has her 
own ideas and difficulties in following normal 
family rules. This has been witnessed by 
many people including workers in these 
foster places. However, child protection social 
workers baselessly blame us for mental 
violence and physical violence, which are 
fabricated, partly by the child under their 
misleading and pressure. Child protection 
social workers and other persons involved in 
the event claim that we abused her, they 


misled her not to abide by basic rules of 


family, school and society. They encourage 
her to fight against parents, saying that if we 
have rules about telephone use at night, they 
will report to social workers. They encourage 
her not to go to high school. They lured her 
only to go on a hobby, where she learned only 


homosexuality, protest, and so on. 


She was discriminated against in finding 
summer jobs. When she applied for a job in 
daycare, the daycare rejected her. However, 
the daycare had her as a volunteer for several 
weeks. However, the daycare refused to give 


her a certificate as a volunteer.

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Chapter L Child 


Protection Legislation 


In Finland, the Child Welfare Act 
(Lastensuojelulaki) places paramount 
importance on safeguarding the best 
interests of the child. Scientifically and 
legally, the best interest of the child is not 


completely decided by child protection social

workers. However, in Finland, in our case, 
the social workers decide everything, 
interfering normal eating foods, drinking 
water, pissing and shitting. If these are not in 
child protection social workers’ interest, then 


they think that the child is abused at home. 


One of the best interests of the child is her 
family life. The Child Welfare Act recognizes 
the significance of maintaining family ties 
and the principle of family reunification 
when it serves the child's best interests. 
However, child protection social workers 
regard the child as a captive animal, placing 
her everywhere where there is a vacant. She 
has a very good home and very good family, 
but child protection social workers destroyed 
her family and conspire to destroy her home 
— by distorting an expensive ransom in the 


name of living expenses. 
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Placing a child in alternative care should 
be a last resort, and efforts should be made to 
reunite the child with their biological family 


when appropriate. 


It is essential to assess the specific 
circumstances surrounding the removal of 
our younger daughter, the subsequent 
placements, and the actions of child 
protection social workers and other 
professionals involved. This assessment 
should consider whether these actions align 
with the principles outlined in the Child 
Welfare Act, including the best interests of 
the child and family reunification when 


applicable. 
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Chapter 2. Racial 


Discrimination 


Introduction 


In the history of human rights abuses, certain 
groups have faced exploitation, 
discrimination, and systemic prejudice at the 
hands of authorities. While drawing direct 


parallels between the suffering of Jews 
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during the Second World War, Native 
Americans in the United States, and the 
experiences of immigrant families in child 
protection cases might not be entirely 
appropriate, it is crucial to recognize the 
vulnerabilities these communities may face. 
This chapter discusses the vulnerabilities of 
our family and how child protection social 
workers exploit these vulnerabilities in their 


persecution. 
Vulnerabilities Faced by Our Family 


Limited Extended Family Support: Our 
family, like many other immigrant families, 
has fewer relatives in Finland, which can 
create a significant vulnerability. Extended 
family support can be essential in raising 
children, and the absence of a strong support 


network can place additional stress on 
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parents, especially during challenging times. 
For many times, social workers maliciously 
take this vulnerability into account, writing 
it into meeting transcripts, documents and 
decisions. This is not for them to provide any 
help, but to exploit it to bully and persecute 


our family. 


Demanding Professions: Both I and my 
husband, at this moment, work in a 
demanding profession, as nurse, with tight 
schedules. Social workers presumed that 
these schedules can make it difficult for 
parents to meet their children's needs 
adequately, particularly in times of 
emotional distress. However, out of their 
imagination, our schedules are arranged so 
well that we always have sufficient time to 
take care of our child. Nevertheless, in 


meeting with them, they still maliciously 
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fabricated two questions: 1. you have both 
three-shift jobs; and 2. you are not able to 
take care of your child. This way, they try to 
discredit our family and trick to removal our 


child. 


High-Stress Work Environments: During 
the COVID-19 pandemic, healthcare workers, 
including nurses, have faced immense stress 
and risk while caring for infected patients. 
The high-stress work atmosphere can 
adversely affect a family's ability to provide a 
stable and nurturing environment for their 
children, especially when dealing with grief. 
Social workers also exploited this point 
because both of us are nurses working in 


hospitals taking care of COVID-19 patients. 


Cultural and Language Differences: 


Families from different cultural backgrounds 
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often struggle with language barriers, 
making it challenging to communicate 
effectively with social workers or navigate 
the Finnish child protection system. These 
differences can lead to misunderstandings 
that may result in child removal decisions. 
Social workers also exploit our weakness in 
local language and capacity to defend for 
ourselves. This way, they feel they are safe to 


persecute us. 


Discrimination and Prejudice: Immigrant 
families, particularly those of color, often face 
discrimination and prejudice in 
predominantly white societies. This 
discrimination can influence the judgments 
of child protection social workers, leading to 
biases and unwarranted actions. In our case, 
exactly the same happened. We are one 


hundred percent sure that if we are whites, 
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our child will never be taken away from our 


family. 


Adolescent Challenges: Adolescence is a 
challenging phase for any child, marked by 
struggles in coping with both family rules 
and societal norms. Immigrant children may 
face additional difficulties in navigating 
these challenges, which can sometimes be 


misinterpreted by social workers. 


Educational Disparities: Immigrant 
families may be highly educated but find 
themselves in situations where social 
workers lack cultural competence or have 
limited understanding of complicated 
cultural communication. This can lead to 
misunderstandings and misinterpretations 


of family dynamics. 


Exploitation of Vulnerabilities 
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In our cases, the vulnerabilities mentioned 
above are inadvertently exploited by child 
protection social workers. The reasons for 
this exploitation can vary and often stem 
from systemic issues, biases, and a lack of 
cultural sensitivity within the child 


protection system. For example: 


Misunderstandings due to Cultural and 
Language Differences: Language and 
cultural differences can create 
misunderstandings between social workers 
and immigrant families, potentially leading 
to child removal decisions based on 


incomplete or misinterpreted information. 


Implicit Biases and Stereotypes: 
Unconscious biases, stemming from 


stereotypes and societal prejudices, can 
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influence social workers' judgments and 


actions, leading to biased decisions. 


Pressure to Act: Child protection workers 
may sometimes feel compelled to take 
immediate action when they suspect neglect 
or abuse. In our case, it leads to hasty 


judgments in complex cases. 


Lack of Cultural Competency: Child 
protection agencies must prioritize cultural 
competence, ensuring that social workers 
understand and respect the diverse 
backgrounds of the families they serve. A lack 
of cultural competence can result in decisions 
that do not account for unique cultural 


nuances. 


Lack of Accountability and Oversight: The 
absence of effective supervision and 


monitoring mechanisms within child 
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protection agencies can allow social workers 
to act arbitrarily without factual and legal 
basis, sometimes failing to follow due 
procedures. This lack of accountability can 
have serious consequences for immigrant 


families. 


Discrimination and Racial Bias: The 
pervasive discrimination faced by immigrant 
families of color in predominantly white 
societies can influence social workers' 
perceptions and judgments. In cases where 
fellow professionals do not hold social 
workers accountable, there is a risk of racial 


bias playing a role in child removal decisions. 
Conclusion 


In conclusion, it is essential to recognize the 
vulnerabilities faced by immigrant families 


and the potential exploitation of these 
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vulnerabilities by child protection social 
workers. While the majority of social workers 
are dedicated to safeguarding children's well- 
being and supporting families, systemic 
challenges, biases, and a lack of cultural 
sensitivity within the child protection system 
can inadvertently lead to unjust actions. 
Addressing these issues requires a 
commitment to cultural competence, rigorous 
oversight, and the promotion of fair, 
equitable, and sensitive child protection 
procedures. Only by striving for a more 
inclusive and understanding system can we 
ensure that child protection measures are 
applied with the best interests of the child at 
heart, irrespective of their family's cultural, 


linguistic, or racial background. 
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Chapter 3. Baseless 


Family Separation 


The circumstances surrounding the removal 
of our younger daughter by child protection 
social workers warrant close examination to 
determine whether it adhered to the 
provisions of the Child Welfare Act in 
Finland. Several key considerations should 


be taken into account: 
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We are a very normal family. Father 
obtained double PhDs in law and computer 
science. Mother obtained a master's degree in 
sociology. My eldest daughter obtained two 


master’s degrees in law. 


However, our younger daughter was taken 
away by child protection social workers from 
her school because she cried on 22 September 
2022 morning because her grandmother died 
and our family was deeply sorrowful and 
tired. The child repeatedly told social workers 
that our family did not change better not 
change worse. It meant that our family has 


been still lived a normal life. 


After the abduction by social workers, she 
suffered from severe trauma and insomnia. 


She cried many times. However, social 
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workers and their collaborators feed her 


psychiatric drugs so as to calm her down. 


In order to gain a clearer understanding of 
the circumstances surrounding the removal 
and the subsequent actions of child protection 
social workers, we require detailed 
independent and objective investigation into 
the happenings and claims made by the 
involved social workers. Such investigation 
must exclude the interference of social 
workers themselves. They cannot prove their 
behavior and acts simply by claiming that 
they are legal and justified. They cannot 
cheat, force and bribe the child to make any 
beneficial testimonies for them. These are 
completely invalid. Such investigation must 
be performed by independent institutions 
with a record of good behavior, not those 


social workers’ collaborators in putting 
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children into foster care institutions 
established for making monetary profits 
through obtaining state subsidies and 


distorting parents’ payments. 
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Chapter 4. Mercilessness 


Introduction 


In the midst of the COVID-19 pandemic, 
when countless healthcare workers tirelessly 
dedicated themselves to the care of infected 
patients, a heart-wrenching incident 
emerged that exposed the shortcomings in 
our social welfare system. The story revolves 
around a family of registered nurses who, for 


nearly three years, selflessly attended to the 
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needs of COVID-19 patients. The incident 
occurred just after the death of the child's 
grandmother, when the child was in her 
critical adolescent stage of development. The 
abrupt removal of the child from her family 
by child protection social workers has left 
indelible psychological scars on both the child 
and her parents. This incident sheds light on 
a lack of empathy, a lack of a scientific 
approach to social work, and a deficiency in 


following legal procedures. 
The Context 


The COVID-19 pandemic brought 
unprecedented challenges to healthcare 
professionals, and registered nurses around 
the world were at the forefront of the battle 
against this relentless virus. For three years, 


these parents dedicated themselves to caring 
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for COVID-19 patients, often at great 
personal risk. Their commitment was 
commendable and underscored their 
unwavering devotion to their profession and 


duty to society. 
The Tragedy 


During this challenging time, the family 
suffered another heartbreak when the child's 
grandmother passed away. The funeral (held 
on September 20, 2022) was a solemn event, 
marked by grief and a shared sense of loss. 
However, just after the funeral, child 
protection social workers made a decision 
that shook the family to its core: they 
removed the child from her parents' care on 
September 22, 2022, when she cried in 


teachers’ room. 


The Developmental Stage 
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A 14-year-old adolescent girl is at a pivotal 
stage of development, experiencing 
significant biological, physiological, physical, 
psychological, and emotional changes. 
Biologically, she is typically in the midst of 
puberty, marked by the growth spurt, breast 
development, and the onset of her menstrual 
cycle. Physiologically, her brain continues to 
undergo development, enhancing her 
cognitive bilities, including abstract 
thinking and reasoning. Physically, she may 
experience rapid changes in body shape and 
size, which can influence her self-image and 
body confidence. Psychologically, this age 
marks the exploration of personal identity, 
with the girl delving into questions of self- 
concept, values, and interests, often forming 
a sense of independence and self-awareness. 


Emotionally, she might grapple with a range 
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of feelings, from mood swings and increased 
sensitivity to the desire for autonomy, all of 
which are typical aspects of the adolescent 
journey. These multifaceted changes are an 
integral part of her transition from childhood 


to young adulthood. 


Adolescence is a crucial stage in a child's 
development, marked by physical, emotional, 
and psychological changes. It is a period of 
identity formation, exploration, and building 
a sense of self. The abrupt separation from 
her family during this critical phase has had 
a profound impact on the child's emotional 
well-being, as it disrupted the nurturing 
environment she had known for her entire 


life. 


The Psychological Effects 
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The removal of the child from her family has 
left deep emotional scars. The parents, who 
had been frontline workers, were left 
heartbroken and distraught, unable to 
comprehend why their sacrifices for society 
had led to such an unjust outcome. The child, 
too, suffered immensely, facing a loss of trust 
in the system, anxiety, and depression. The 
incident has taken a toll on the mental health 


of all involved. 
Lack of Empathy 


This incident reflects a disturbing lack of 
empathy on the part of the child protection 
social workers involved. Instead of 
considering the family's exceptional 
circumstances, their devotion to patient care, 
and the child's developmental needs, they 


acted in a rigid, heartless manner. The 
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failure to empathize with the family's 


situation has had far-reaching consequences. 
Lack of a Scientific Approach 


Social work is a discipline that should be 
guided by scientific principles, aiming to 
protect the well-being of individuals and 
families. In this case, it appears that the 
decision was made arbitrarily, without a 
thorough assessment of the child's best 
interests. A scientific approach involves 
gathering data, conducting a comprehensive 
evaluation, and considering the long-term 


consequences of any intervention. 
Lack of Legal Basis and Due Procedure 


The removal of a child from her family should 
be governed by clear legal guidelines and due 


process. It appears that in this case, these 
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essential legal safeguards were not 
adequately followed. Such actions should 
only be taken when there is clear evidence of 
harm to the child and after exhausting all 


other supportive measures. 
Conclusion 


The incident involving the removal of a child 
from her family, who were dedicated 
registered nurses caring for COVID-19 
patients, has revealed significant 
shortcomings in the social welfare system. It 
highlights a lack of empathy, a failure to 
employ a scientific approach, and a deficit in 
adhering to legal procedures. This tragic 
incident calls for a comprehensive 
reevaluation of how we safeguard the rights 
and well-being of children and families in 


times of crisis, ensuring that empathy, 
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scientific rigor, and legal due process are at 


the core of every decision. 
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Chapter 5. Arbitrary 


Actions 


Introduction 


The role of child protection social workers in 
safeguarding the welfare of children is a 
crucial one, designed to ensure that 
youngsters grow up in safe, nurturing 
environments. In most cases, the removal of 


a child from their family is seen as a 
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necessary intervention when parents engage 
in substance abuse or exhibit an inability to 
provide a suitable living environment. 
However, there are instances where child 
protection social workers unjustly tear apart 
families with no justifiable reason, and their 
actions appear to be driven by a mechanistic 
approach that neglects the child's well-being 
and prioritizes quantity over quality. This 
chapter delves into the troubling practices of 
social workers who indiscriminately remove 
children from prestigious families and 
examines the potential motives behind their 


actions. 
The Prestigious Family Dilemma 


Prestigious families are typically seen as 
affluent, educated, and well-connected, which 


often leads to the presumption that their 
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children are in safe and nurturing 
environments. However, this assumption can 
sometimes work against these families, as 
their social status may lead to increased 
scrutiny by social workers. Primary reasons 
are that they exploited the fact that we are 
immigrants and do not have many relatives 
in Finland and thus are vulnerable and lack 
the power of resistance and fight against 
their bullying and persecution. There have 
been many chances that they try to confirm 
that we do not have other relatives in Finland, 
and write this into their meeting transcripts 


and documents. 
The Mechanistic Approach 


In several instances, child protection social 
workers have been accused of following a 


mechanistic approach to their work, treating 
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each case as a statistic rather than a unique 
and complex situation. This approach results 
in cases where removal decisions are made 
without careful consideration of the child's 
best interests. It is important to recognize 
that each family and child has a unique story, 
and the consequences of hasty, thoughtless 


decisions can be devastating. 
Fabricated Stories and Unjustified Removals 


One of the most alarming aspects of this issue 
is the fabrication of stories or justification for 
removing children from prestigious families. 
Such actions erode trust in the child welfare 
system and further damage the lives of 
innocent children and their families. It is 
essential that child protection social workers 
adhere to the highest ethical standards and 


ensure that their decisions are based on 
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objective assessments rather than unfounded 


accusations. 
Quantity Over Quality 


These social workers prioritize the quantity 
of children placed in foster care institutions 
over the quality of care and support provided. 
It suggests a systemic issue within the child 
welfare system, where the focus is on filling 
vacancies in foster care institutions, possibly 
due to financial incentives, rather than 
actively seeking to help children and families 
in need. This imbalance needs to be 
addressed urgently to prevent further unjust 


separations. 
Collaboration with Foster Care Institutions 


The suspicion of collaboration between child 


protection social workers and foster care 
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institutions to perpetuate this cycle of 
removals is particularly concerning. Such 
collaboration could lead to conflicts of interest, 
where the welfare of children is compromised 
for financial gain. The child welfare system 
should remain independent, free from 
external pressures, and solely focused on 


protecting children's best interests. 
Conclusion 


The unjust removal of a child from a 
prestigious family by child protection social 
workers is a disturbing occurrence that 
highlights serious flaws within the child 
welfare system.

“Family Home” 


The legal status of Perhekoti Elämän Helmi, 
especially regarding the involvement of 
professionals in its operation, is an important 
matter that should be clarified to ensure 
transparency and compliance with ethical 


and legal standards. 
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When she was in Perhekoti Elämän Helmi, 
a company established to house fostered 
children placed by child protection social 
workers, there were many doubtful practices. 
According to social workers Anitta Jokinen 
and Katariina Takkinen, the Perhekoti was 
operated by a professional doctor and a 
professional nurse, who are working at the 
same time as professionals elsewhere. 
Whether they operate the Perhekoti is an 
unclear legal problem. However, social 
workers including those from Lännen 
Lastensuojelu Lassila 1 and those from 
Kumpulantie 1 know their legal status 
(working as professionals and at the same 
time operating the business), and for many 


years placed children into their business. 


Another problem is that, in April 2028, our 


child was given a week’s psychiatric medicine 
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in one morning and she took all the week’s 
medicines. She became ill and poisoned. She 
had to receive treatment in hospital for two 
weeks, followed by a weekly visit after that. 
Any evaluation of her health status was 
concealed from parents by both the Perhekoti, 
social workers and doctors and nurses 
involved in the event. We got no information 


except the news of her poisoning. 


Foster families provided her with only a 
minimum level of food and second-hand 
clothes. We sued against child protection 
social workers' several decisions about her 
placement in administrative court. However, 
the administrative court collaborated with 
social workers to press our child to write in 
support of social workers and against parents. 
Because she was under control of social 


workers, her testimony should be announced 
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invalid. The court should stop pressuring our 
child to write in support of social workers, 
any mistake must be corrected according to 
law, not according to the will of social workers. 
She herself is a victim of such fake child 
protection pretending to protect the child's 
benefit. 


Here are key points to consider: 


Licensing and Regulation: Perhekoti 
Elämän Helmi, as a facility providing care for 
fostered children, should adhere to relevant 
licensing and regulatory requirements 
established by Finnish authorities.

In Spring of 2023, our child was placed into 
the Perhekoti, supposed to be placed until 
September 2026. However, in Summer of 
2023, the child was suddenly notified that she 
would be moved to Hyvésen Lastenkoti. They 
gave the excuse that the Perhekoti will be 
closed. However, the child became the first to 
be moved out and no further information 
about the moving of other children given. The 


Perghekoti is operating normally until today. 


The role of child protection social workers 
in the operation of the Perhekoti must be 
investigated by independent institutions not 
involved in the removal and placement of our 


child.

As a registered nurse with 
35 years of experience in pediatrics and 
internal medicine, I know well that when a 
child is taken away from family, she suffers 
from psychological trauma, insomnia, tension, 


depression, disappointment, irritability,

She became a drug tester by 
cheating and forcing workers in the third 
place where she stayed to collaborate with

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Parents' participation and supervision was 
rejected completely. Social workers 
continuously and repeatedly isolated and 
alienated child from parents and family. Her 


family life was completely rejected. 


The administration of psychiatric drugs to 
a child, particularly those not permitted for 
underage children, raises serious ethical and 
legal concerns. Additionally, the 
manipulation of the child's medical diagnosis 
is a matter that warrants thorough 
investigation and review. Here are some 


critical factors in our case for investigation: 


To address concerns related to medical 
treatment and the potential manipulation of

It is imperative for social 
workers and decision-makers to base their
